Opening 
with three Hearts {s, unless the 
player is using the Sima Conven- 
| tion, a doubtful proposition. I 
Y has not an Ace or two possible 
tricks he will leave {t and Z will 
miss even game. An initfal bid of 
Four is, meaningless. If you do 
not accept One, Two, Three, or 
Four, Five or Six must be called. 
A Five bid, whether system or 
| natural calling {is used, demands 
from partner a small slam bid if 
he has @ sure trick {n his hand. If 
he has two or three he should ad- 
vance to grand slam. 

In this example Y-has three cer- 
tain tricks. The best biddiug of 
the hand is 2, Two Yearts; Y, Four 
Diamonds; Z, Six Hearts, 
should not now advance.
